Regional meeting in diocese draws 3,000 


Charismatics told they are

“Who is the answer to the world’s 
problems? You are—a charismatic who 
yields his life-to the Lord, is filled with the 
Holy Spirit” and who has “a vision of what 
God is doing in the world.” 


The Rev. Bob Mumford, Protestant 
evangelist and teacher, told the morethan 
3,000 people at the opening session of the 
Western Regional Conference for 
Charismatic Renewal in the Catholic 
church. 


AND WHAT is a charismatic?: Mumford 
asked. “Ordinary scared men and women 
who the Lord chases down” until they 
surrender their will to him. 


Charismatics traveled from 21 states 
and 4 foreign countries to San Diego 
Community Concourse for the three-day 
meeting last weekend (Nov. 25-27). 


Delivering the Keynote address on the 
conference’s theme “Seek Ye First the 
Kingdom (or Kingship) of God”, Mumford 
said this is “the basic change God. is 
looking for in the minds of his people. 


“GOD IS NOT trying to get you to heaven. 
He’s trying to get heaven in you,’’said the 
leader of Christian Growth Ministries, Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla., to the applause of 
participants. 


Mumford €xplained there are two levels 
in the Christian life. The first is “when we 
meet the Lord and he takes from us our 
overt practices of sin and our overt 
problems—drugs, alcohol, sexual 
promiscuity, etc. 


“He deals with all things on the surface 
and we are filled with the Spirit. We say to 
the world | see, | see,” the evangelist said. 


“BUT WE'RE NOT seeing as we ought to 
see.” Jesus had to pray for the blind man 
at Bethsaida a second time for him to see 
clearly, he said.

inside them and bring over with them into 
their new life.in Christ, Mumford said. 


“And Jesus is saying to us ‘Would you 
ask me to pray for you a second time for 
your spiritual eyes to be open so you can 
see Clearly?’ We are God's leaders. We 
need to see clearly because others are 
watching us.” 


FINALLY AS the crowd put their hands 
over their eyes Mumford prayed that the 
Lord remove the scales from their spiritual 
eyes so they could see deeply into his 
kingdom. 


Gabriel Meyers, teaching coordinator 
for the Southern California Renewal 
Communities, spoke on the “foolishness” 
of God. 


“God always chooses the weak and 
foolish to accomplish his objectives. God 
looks at the heart and sees the potential,” 
said Meyers, a member of the City of An- 
gels Covenant Community, Los Angeles. 

“THIS GREAT renewal has come be- 


cause God has found some people who 
would become foolish. 


“Will we continue to follow God even 
though what he is doing appears foolish? 
Could we live with the misunderstanding 
of others because we follow his foolish- 
ness?” Meyers asked. : 

He gave six guidelines to keep from 
missing opportunities.

‘Movement is vital force in church renewal’

The director of Charismatic Renewal in 
the diocese feels the movement is a vital 
force in the church's renewal. 


Father Ralph Weishaar, the Franciscan 
from San Luis Rey, looked back on the 
years he has been associated with the 
renewal movement and said, “In the last 
couple of years it has shown itself as a vital 
force for renewal.” 


“The turning point,” he said, “was 
probably in Rome two years ago when we 
had the great international conference 
and the Pope specially recognized us.” 


Father Ralph said in an interview he 
sees “a deepening and maturing in the 
movement in the response of the people to 
Charismatic Renewal. It can be seen how 
the gospel applies'to daily living, with the 
centrality of the Lord and love.” 


He sees the church is being renewed by 


the Lord in many ways, including Cursillo, © 


Marriage Encounter and Charismatic 
Renewal. 


WHILE HE SEES Marriage Encounter as 
concerned principally with matrimony 
and communications, he feels Charis- 
matic Renewal finds people “called to a 
deep personal commitment to Jesus 
Christ and an openness to what he wantsin 
their lives.” : 


The ecumenical aspects of Charismatic 
Renewal, emphasized at the conference 
by the participation of several well-known 


Protestant speakers and singers, Father 
Ralph sees as one of the strengths of the 
movement. 


“We must not become nondenomina- 
tional and have what someone has 
described as ‘sloppy agape’’, he said. 
“Charismatic Renewal is a means of 
achieving the goals of the ecumenical 
movement. 


“BUT AS Cardinal Suenens pointed out 
at the recent ecumenical conference of 
the movement in Kansas City, we have to 
think about unity in terms of love, hope 
and faith, reversing the common order of 
those virtues. 


“Once you begin to love someone you 
can achieve hope and eventually common 
faith,” he added. 


He felt Charismatic Renewal had proved 
an excellent means of adult education in 
faith. “When adults get ‘turned on’ they get 
a hunger for the Lord and they want to 
read more and more. 


“FROM THIS follows a demand for more 
teaching, with scripture first. They are 
hungry for anything to help them to growin 
faith.” 


While he was optimistic and hopeful 
about acceptance of renewal, he is 
cautious about his feelings on participa- 
tion by priests. 


“There are more of them getting into it,” 
he said, “but progress is slow. They seem 
to need reassurance.” He was pleased to 
see more activity by priests in prayer 
groups, however. 


Catholic schools case to high court — 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The National 
Labor Relations Board (NLRB) has 
_ asked the U.S. Supreme Court to 
decide whether the constitutional 
_ principle of church-state separation 
prohibits it from applying the federal 
labor act to Catholic schools. 
The action means that the high 
court, if it agrees to hear the case, 
could decide as early as next spring 
whether more than 100,000 lay 
teachers in nearly 10,000 Catholic 


elementary and secondary schools 


are covered by the union representa- 
__ tion and unfair labor practice 


provisions of the National Labor 
Relations Act... 


In a petition for review filed Nov. 25, 
the NLRB asked the court to set aside 
a federal appeals court ruling barring 
it from Catholic schools in the 
Chicago archdiocese and the Fort 
Wayne, Ind., diocese. 
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The Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith has distributed more than 
$51 million in aid to the missions this 
year. 


The government of Spain has sent 
to the Cortes (Parliament), a budget 
for 1978 that includes $74 million to 
subsidize church work. It includes 
provisions for a uniform salary of 
$180 a month for parish priests. 


San: Francisco District attorney, 
Joseph Freitas Jr., told the Criminal 
Justice Committee of the California 
state Assembly that child pornogra- 
phers hide their activities behind 
corporations with religious titles. He 
did not mention names. 


The Vatican’s chief negotiator with 
East European Communists, Arch- 
bishop Agostino Casaroli, has 
defended the Vatican's dialogue with 
those countries, saying there is “no 
alternative” to detente except ‘‘a 
climate of war.” 


Catholic participants in the 
National Women’s Conference 
have different reactions to the 
resolutions endorsed at the meeting, 
but most agree that one of the most 
important things that happened in 
Houston was the one-to-one dialogue 
among women of differing viewpoints.

Teenager spurns UCSD over moral climate

Susan Erzinger is a bright and attractive 
18 year old who has always wanted to work 
with little children in the grade schools. 


She and her family are members of All 
Hallows parish in La Jolla where Susan has 
been active in the Respect for Life 
Committee and in church youth work. 


AT LA JOLLA High School, Susan took 
courses to prepare for a major in 
education, and wanted to attend the 
University of California-San Diego. 


In high school, she was on the swim- 
ming and basketball teams, held a part- 
time job during her senior year, and 
graduated with a grade point average of 
3.99. 


As an honor student, Susan had no 
trouble passing entrance examinations 
when she went to UCSD to enroll for the 
1977 fall semester. 


BUT SUSAN and USCD students Peggy 
Patton and Albin Rhomberg learned that 
their $120 registration fee was used to pay 
for a student health insurance policy that 
covers abortions. 


When they submitted part of the fee and 
placed that portion which pays for the 
health insurance into a trust fund, the 
university returned their money and 
refused to enroll them. 


Patton and Rhomberg went ahead and 
audited their courses but were not 
enrolled. Susan went to work at a La Jolla 

- Stationery store.

The “atmosphere” Susan speaks of is 
“the moral climate” on campus where she 
said UCSD students are shown hardcore 
pornographic movies, are encouraged 
toward promiscuity and havea “sex clinic” 
on campus. 


How did she get caught up in this issue 
which is affecting her present life and 
threatens to cloud her future? 


“I REALIZED that abortion had become 
socially acceptable in our society, and | 
wanted to change this attitude,” Susan 
said. 


She became active in the Respect for 
Life Committee in the parish and spoke at 
a mass that dealt with abortion. She 
conceived the idea of a Respect for Life

bumper sticker, and her younger sister, 
Joanna, came up with a design. 


“We had them printed, announced them 
at mass, and handed them out in front of 
the church afterward,” Susan recalled. 
“Now you see a lot of cars with the stickers, 
and other parishes are ordering them.” 

SUSAN SAID the policy of financing 
abortions at UCSD had apparently been 
kept secret. Her older sister, Laurel, said 
she would not have attended the univer- 
sity for two years had she known about the 


‘policy. 


“When | learned of it, | was thrown intoa 
dilemma,” Susan said. “It meant a great 
deal to me to attend, but | couldn't violate 
my own conscience by going along with 
the policy.” 


She talked with other students.and 
found at least two who also felt strongly 
about the issue. The three then decided to 
submit only a portion of the registration 
fee and place the remainder in a trust 
fund. 


SINCE THAT TIME, back in September, 
the UCSD Human Life Committee has 
been formed and has sponsored two on- 
campus lectures on the abortion issue. 


A number of letters have appeared in 
the student newspaper supporting the 
position of Susan and the other two 
students. Petitions have also been 
circulated on their behalf.

Economics and food 


The food problem is still one of the principal 
concerns of our time. It is an elementary need 
of mankind, the satisfaction of which urgently 
demands large-scale undertakings within the 
framework of renewal of the economic and 
social activities of the international com- 
munity.

Is it time to look at the holy days of obligation and 
perhaps make a few revisions? To remind you, they 
are: Christmas, Mother of God (Jan.1), Ascension, 
Assumption, All Saints, Immaculate Conception. 
Out of the six, three honor Our Lady. Even in a 
nation under the patronage of Our Blessed Mother 
the question is being asked: is this too much? 


Recent debate in that excellent liturgical 
publication Aids in Ministry indicates that 
suggestions for a review not only of the occasions 
but of the mandatory nature of the observance are 
current topics. Some suggest that Mary's feasts 
should come down to one and perhaps substitute 
Holy Thursday and Good Friday as “obligations”. 
Ash Wednesday is also mentioned as a candidate 
for elevation to a holy day. 


The point has been made that Thanksgiving and 
Independence Day receive as much attention from 
American Catholics as many “holy” days. However, 
there is distinct resistance to making more of such 
secular “feasts” as Mothers’ and Fathers’ days. If 
you had the choice to make, what would be your 
half-dozen holydays of obligation?

night-cloaked hills the skies would be 
familiar and friendly, warning of 
storms and cold, preparing them in 


advance for the still, warm times and 


the mist and rain. 


TO SIT ON A hillside and stare into 
the star-crowded night sky can have a 
calming, peaceful—almost mes- 
meric—effect. On that night the 
shepherds were bold enough to leave 
their flocks and investigate the low, 
brilliant light, and humble enough to 
accept and be changed by what they 
found. 

Two old people, Simeon and Anna, 
knew the child as soon as they saw 
him. Their prayerful anticipation had 
brought them to an acute sensitivity. 
But what of the others? 


Many had seen the star. Many had 
wondered about it, speculated, 
whispered or shouted about it. Some 
scribes may have written about its 
portent. Others may have stayed in 
the safety of their own homes, afraid 
of what it might mean. 

NO OTHERS, it seems, were 
prepared to set out and search for the 
meaning of the sign. No others were 
ready to make an offering of them- 


selves like the wise men, laying before 
the Infant, their means of livelihood, 
the things that gave them identity in 
their world, the symbols of their power 
and achievement—all that made 
them what they were. 


It is not much different today. Oh, 
we talk about the coming of Jesus! 
Devoutly, whole communities cry 
“Maranatha”, “Come, Lord”! Books 
are written about the imminence of 
the Parousia, but we continue in 
conflict, fighting among ourselves. 
There is no evidence of less hatred, 
less materialism, less power play, less 
greed and ambition. 


Under all the talk, the babble of the 
multitudes, who is prepared in his or 
her heart? Who is actively waiting? 


“As in the days of Noah,” we go on 
“eating and drinking...totally un- 
concerned”, filling our lives with 
preoccupations, storing up posses- 
sions, building our golden calves of 
wealth, status, culture and intellec- 
tualism, and attaching inordinate 
importance to them. Many of us slide 
from day to day filling the hours with 
things of passing interest, drifting 
indecisively through life. 


WHO IS ACTIVELY waiting for signs 
of the brilliant light of Jesus bursting 
upon the world? Would we be able to 
relinquish in an instant, without 
hesitation, all that we have and are— 
all the cherished accomplishments, 
all the hopes and ambitions, all the 
fame and acclaim—at first sight of his 
unpredictable form? Would we even 
recognize him? 

Advent is here. It is a time for 
preparation, a time of active waiting, a 
time for heartfelt gifting. And for the 
Child we await there is only one gift 
acceptable. All that he needs and 
wants from us is the person we are in 
the sight of God, detached from all 
that brands us with the seal of 
worldliness, open and willing to follow 
where he leads. 


Who are those who talk and see and 
hear but do nothing? Who are the wise 
ones among us? Who, like the 
shepherds, will in their simplicity 
stumble upon wonder? 

These few weeks are time enough to 
make a gift of value, given freely, 
totally, humbly and without reserva- 
tion, and come to a readiness to 
discern and follow our star.

People misdirected on contraception 


Enid Lanyon’s column, “Better the evil 
you know ...”, (SC, Nov. 10) came as a 
delightful surprise. Such truly Catholic 
writing is a rarity in our day. 


Where Enid’s remarks dealt so ably with 
the deceptiveness of evil in broad general 
terms, | would like to extend the lessontoa 
specific and pressing issue of our day. 


If it is true that American Catholics are 
increasingly ignoring the church’s 
teaching on contraception, to the extent 
that 9 out of 10 American Catholic couples 
are using contraceptives, the reason is 
easy to grasp. 


During the past 10 years very few 
Catholics have received more than the 
barest minimum of exposure to the 
church's teaching. Meanwhile, nearly 
every Catholic has undergone massive 
exposure to assaults upon and- subtle 
underminings of the church’s teaching. 


Exposure to the issue has been running 
at least 10 to 1 against the church's 
teaching. And | mean within what is called 
the Catholic press or among priests and 
religious speaking on the topic. 


Take a close look at the discussion of 


marriage and family life contained in Book _ 


I that was put out by the Synod Office a few 
years back, and distributed to all 
participants of the recent Synod in this 
diocese. The following quotation is from 
page 20: 


“On the pastoral level, the writings of 
responsible Catholic theologians, the 
collective statements of some national 
heirarchies, and the individual convic- 
tions of clergy and laity have interpreted 
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the teaching of the encyclical to permit 
individual couples to follow their own 
conscience in practicing other forms of 
birth control if the methods of periodic 
abstinence. are not workable for them. 
This is based upon the principle of 
freedom of conscience.” 


And from page 21: 


“Can the individual Catholic resolve the 
issue of the traditional teaching on birth 
control as set forth in Humanae Vitae with 
the principle of freedom of conscience?”

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Music company sues 
bishops’ agencies 


CHICAGO (NC)—An 
interfaith church music 
company has filed an $8.6 
million copyright infringe- 
ment suit against the 
National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and U.S. 
Catholic Conference 
(NCCB-USCC). 


The suit was filed by Los 
Angeles-based FEL Pub- 
lications, Ltd. 


IT CHARGES that the twin 
national agencies of the 
country's Catholic bishops 
infringed its copyrights “by 
failing to provide adequate 
direction to their dioceses 
and parishes concerning 
the proper use of materials 
copyrighted by FEL.” 


They also charge that the 
bishops “‘thereby called, 
permitted and materially 
contributed to the publi- 
cation, distribution and-or 
sale” of songbooks includ- 
ing songs copied illegally 
from FEL Publications. 


FEL, founded in Chicago 
in June, 1963, is owned by 
Dennis J. Fitzpatrick and 
specializes in publishing 
words and music for use in 
modern folk masses. The

company has some 1,250 
pieces of music under 
copyright. 


‘ACCORDING TO an affi- 
davit filed by Fitzpatrick, 
FEL sued the NCCB-USCC 
because they “have author- 
ity in all matters concerning 
the liturgy of the Catholic 
Church in United States.” 


“Through the bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy, a 
committee of the NCCB, 
the defendants have an 
established means for 
controlling the musical 
content of the Catholic 
liturgy and for eliminating 
the copyright infringe- 
ments that exist.” 


THE HYMNS most often 
used without permission, 
Fitzpatrick said, are “They'll 
Know We are Christians by 
Our Love,” “Allelu,’’ and 
“Hear, O Lord.” 


Fitzpatrick said he hopes 
that Archbishop John R.

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He played major 
role in tragic 


church affair

The man most commonly held responsible for the final break 
break between Eastern and Western Christendom is Michael 
Cerularius, Patriarch of Constantinople from 1043 to 1058, 
when he was sent into exile. That he played a leading role in 
this tragic affair no one can deny. And yet, he was, in many 
ways a victim of historical circumstances. 


The east-west situation had been a tense one for centuries, in 


fact, from the time of Constantine the Great and the Arian 
turmoil which followed upon the Council of Nicea in 325. 
Matters did not improve during several following centuries. 


IN THE 860s, Photius, Patriarch of Constantinople, was 
excommunicated by the Pope. (The story is too long to go into 
here.) He in turn excommunicated the Pope and issued a 
virulent encyclical which became the manifesto of Eastern 
supremacy. This schism was settled in 893, but the bitterness 
and the encyclical remained to be used later. The person who 
used it was Michael Cerularius. 


He came from a highly placed family in Constantinople and 
received his professional training at the imperial court. Indeed, 
there was nothing in his early career which either indicated that 
he would assume high ecclesiastical office or prepared him for 
such office. 


There was controversy over whether or not he was involved 
in a plot to depose Emperor Michael IV. At any rate, when 
Constantine became emperor, Cerularius became a power at 
the court. He was the emperor’s most trusted adviser. 


THE REASONS are not altogether clear, but Cerularius 
had become a monk, and the new emperor named him, for all 
practical purposes, successor to the reigning patriarch. Upon 
_ the death of the latter, he was installed as Patriarch of 
Constantinople, the most prestigious ecclesiastical post in the 
East. Cerularius regarded the spiritual ruler above the 
temporal. This was, indeed, a lofty concept of his office. 


By the middle of the 11th century, the Byzantine Church, 
separated from Rome since 1009, had lost all belief in the 
primacy. It did not recognize that Rome had ever made sucha 
claim. While it conceded in principle that all five patriarchates 
were equal and independent, it regarded Constantinople as the 
foremost see in Christendom. 


Ten years after Cerularius had become the Patriarch, he had 
a letter sent to the Bishop of Trani in Apulia reprobating as 
obnoxious and even heretical certain Western practices, such 
relatively inconsequential things as fasting on Saturdays and 
the use of unleavened bread in the Eucharist. Actually the letter 
was intended “for all the bishops of the Franks and the most 
venerable Pope.” 


BEFORE ROME could reply, Cerularius closed the Latin 
churches in his city, the chapels of the papal ambassadors of 
the Italian commercial colony, and others. The emperor had 
sound political reasons for maintaining smooth relations with 
Rome and did not wish to break off relations. So Cerularius 


proposed reunion with Rome, under the impression that he~ 


was dealing with the Pope as an equal. 


The emperor received the legates with high honors and put ; 
‘them up in one of his palaces. The discussions dragged on for 


weeks. But Cerularius was shocked when: confronted with the - 


demand of the legates that he acknowledge the primacy of | 


Rome. He thought they were demented. 


Such a demand ran counter to his convictions, and he was 
excommunicated by the legate on July 14, 1054—-solemnly and 
rather arrogantly. Cardinal Humbert was not the most 
diplomatic of papal legates! (The question of the 
excommunication has recently been lifted in light of the 
ecumenical movement growing out of Vatican Council Il) 


THE EMPEROR still wanted union, but Cerularius was 
unwilling. In fact, he ruled his church effectively and 
courageously, fearlessly defending the rights of the spiritual 
over those of the a power. But he could not stay out of 
politics. 


The last emperor he sponsored, Isaac Commenus, had his 
patron arrested, tried, and condemned for treason. Michael 
Cerularius died on his way to prison. 


It was said that his right hand remained incorrupt after death 
and he quickly became the object of popular veneration. 
Among the patriarchs of Constantinople, he is unique. No 
other ever attained such power. : 


Christian meditation: Freedom

Achieving moral freedom is not just the favorite indoor sport 
of adolescents; it is the religious obligation of every human 
being, “My brothers, you were called, as you know, to liberty.” 
(Galatians 5:13) To do what is right because mother said so is 
not enough for adults. 

The law is never big enough, never Comprehensive enough, 
never detailed enough to deal with all the values pregnant in 
every aspect of each moral event. Furthermore, Jesus tells us, 
“The sabbath was made for man, not man for the sabbath.” 
(Mark 2:27) Yet, the Holy Spirit warns us through St. Paul, “Be 
careful, or this liberty will provide an opening for self- 
indulgence.” (Galatians 5:13) 


THE FREEDOM we have in applying the law comes from 

the fact that we have the Holy Spirit within us, directing our 
application of the law according to its inner meaning: “Deep 
within them I will plant my Law, writing it on their 
- hearts...There will be no further need for neighbor to try to 
teach neighbor... ‘Learn to know Yahweh!’ No, they will all 
’ know:me.” (Jeremiah 31:33,34) 
- Thus; we are not free from the law except insofar as we fulfill 
the law at the level of its inner spirit: “Do not imagine that I have 
come to abolish the Law or the Prophets. I have come not to 
‘abolish but to complete them. I tell you solemnly, till heaven 
_and earth disappear, not one dot, not one little stroke, shall 
_ disappear. from the Law until its - purpose i is achieved.” 
, Mathes: 5: 17, 18) 


To reach beyond the law and fulfill its inner meaning is no 
mean achievement. This takes.a considerable amount of 
spiritual maturity: one must be free from social- pressure; one 
must understand the law; one must properly analyze the 
occasion in which the law is to be applied. 


ALL OF THESE elements of moral competence take a 


penetrating awareness of God’s activity in the present 


moment, as a doorway into the eternal reality of the Truth. 
Jesus revealed himself as “the Truth” (John 14:6) who will 
petition the Father to send the Holy Spirit, “that Spirit of truth 
whom the world can never receive” (John 14:17), who will 
teach us everything (John 14:26). 


Moreover, Jesus has given us truth in his word and promised 


us: “If you:make my word your home you will indeed be my 


disciples, you will learn the truth and the truth will make you 
free.” (John 8:31,32) 


As we all know, coming into the truth does not take place 
easily and naturally without effort or difficulty, nor does it 
happen like magic as soon as the waters of Baptism are poured 
over our heads. Jesus said: “Try your best to enter by the 
narrow door, because, I tell you, many will try to enter and will 
not succeed.” (Luke 13:24) ? 


Accordingly, the Holy Spirit tells us, “Happy the man who 
never follows the advice of the wicked...but finds his pleasure in 
the Law of Yahweh, and murmurs his Jaw day and night.” 
Soe: le 1 52) 


Eastern church 
breaks away 
from the west

From that fateful day in the fourth century when the power 
and the glory of the empire shifted from Rome to 
Constantinople, bad blood grew between the Latin and Greek 
cultures. This hostility affected the respect of the eastern 
empire for the west. It weakened the authority of Rome and set 
in motion a series of quarrels, suspicions, misunderstandings 
that resulted in a total break, or schism, in 1042. 


A further reason for the great divide was due to Rome’s need 
to pick up the pieces after the fall of the west, establish some 
rudimentary law and order, encourage the work of the 
Benedictines and undertake the pacification and 
evangelization of western Europe north of the Alps. 


PROJECTS AS VAST and energy demanding as these 
were enough to tax the full attention and imagination of the 
Roman church for over a thousand years. Little time was left for 
fence mending and dialogue with the eastern wing of the 
church, going its own way in theological and cultural 
expression. 


Hence any time the Pope did decide to take an active handin 
the affairs of the church at Constantinople, the results were 
often clumsy and counter productive. Apparently, Rome did 
not retain a staff of experts on tactful approaches to 
Constantinople. The great distances, the difficulty of regular 
meaningful communications and the major distraction of 
creating a church out of tribal peoples continuously weakened 


’ Rome’s position with Constantinople. 


In 1042, Michael Cerularius became patriarch of 
Constantinople. As he pondered the centuries old defacto rift 
with Rome, he decided to formalize the break with the Holy 
See: Thus his administration officially marks the beginning of 


the. formal schism. He closed the Latin churches and 
persecuted the Latin Christians. Romeignoredthe schismfora __ 


long while, but finally appointed its own bishop for Latin 
Christians residing in Constantinople. 


’ THE BREAK was symbolized in theological terms by the 
debate about the “filioque clause.” The eastern church 
accused the west of corrupting the creed by adding “filioque” 


(and the Son). This means that Rome was saying that the Holy _ 


Spirit proceeded from both the Father and the Son. The clause 
was not in the original creed. Rome claimed that it did not 
corrupt, but simply clarified the meaning of Trinitarian 
relations. 


Much more devastating, however, was the sack of 
Constantinople in 1204 by the Crusaders. The soldiers pillaged 
the city remorselessly for three days. They tore down the 
magnificent tapestries in St. Sophia. They ripped apart the 


silver iconostasis (altar screen) and broke it into chunks for : 


future sale. 


They mounted a prostitute on the patriarch’s throne and 
toasted her with a rude song. They desecrated sacred books 
and drank altar wine out of the chalices. The conquerors 
installed a Latin emperor on the throne of Constantinople and 
made a Latin bishop the patriarch. 


NOW EVEN IF relations had not been aS for over a 
thousand years, this brutal assault on the dignity and culture 
and religion of the people of the east will hardly be forgotten or 
forgiven easily. No coverup saying like, “All’s fair in love and 
war,” would easily, if ever, heal the wounds and humiliations 
inflicted by the Christian Crusaders against their fellow 
Christians. 


Yet, much to the credit of the participants, mutual efforts at 


reunion were made at two councils: Lyons in 1274 and Florence __ 


in 1438. Some good will was shown and gained, but the success 
was short lived. The eastern church remained separate, calling 
itself Orthodox, meaning “holding the correct faith.” 


Union between western and eastern Christianity has grown 
due to the effort of religious orders and other interested parties. 


Many groups of Christians from the Orthodox church have — 


been reconciled with Rome. 


THE EXPRESSION Uniate Christians has been oe to 
them. Now they are more often called simply Maronite church, 
Melkite church, Greek church, etc. 


The photograph of Pope Paul publicly embracing the . 
Orthodox Patriarch Athenagoras, in the Holy Land in 1964 
signals a hopeful climate for the possible reunion of the two 
churches. Now God’s grace and patient dialogue must heal the 
rest.

The conflict between Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, dissident 
Catholic traditionalist leader, and Pope Paul VI, universally 
recognized head of the Catholic church, has come as close toa 
church schism as any movement since the Old Catholics’ 
schism in the 1870s. 


The Old Catholics objected to Vatican Council I declarations 
that the Popeis infallible when he speaks with his fullest authority 
in formal declarations on matters of faith or morals and that he 
has immediate authority over local churches throughout the 
world. 


ARCHBISHOP LEFEBVRE, born in France in 1905, has 
remarkable credentials as a loyal son of the church. He joined 
the Holy Ghost Fathers and became a missionary in Africa, was 
subsequently made bishop and served in the Vatican 
diplomatic corps as a papal representative in Africa, was 
Archbishop of Dakar, Senegal, and superior general of his 
order. He participated in all Vatican Council Il sessions. These 
decrees are the main source of his differences with the church 
today: 


Like the Old Catholic break—and the major Christian split of 
1054 between the Orthodox east and the Catholic west—the 
potential 20th-century rift has behind it serious issues of faith 
and order. And as in those other schisms, numerous “side” 
issues of political and cultural origin play an important part. 


A schism, unlike heresy, is essentially a break in discipline 


and acceptance of authority but not in belief. Yet there is only 
the narrowest of lines betwen the two. And behind every 


unbendable point of Christian faith or belief. 


OBSERVERS FEEL that a schism by Archbishop Lefebvre 
and his followers might be comparable in scope to that of the 
Old Catholics, who number about 250,000. Old Catholics have 
a loose unity of national churches. Each celebrates the liturgy in 
its own language. 


Ironically, if a traditionalist Catholic schism occurs, in many 
aspects it will be for the opposite reasons of the Old 


_ Catholic schism. 


Where the Old Catholics objected to the centralization of 
authority in Vatican I, Archbishop Lefebvre and his followers 
object to the pluralism fostered by Vatican II. The Archbishop 
has frequently urged the Pope to take strong, authoritative 
action to quell what traditionalists see as pervasive disregard of 
church discipline, authority and doctrine since Vatican II. 


THE LATIN MASS used throughout the western church 
since the liturgical reforms mandated by the 16th-century 
Council of Trent has become for many traditionalists a central 
symbol of Catholic uniqueness and unity that they feel was 
tossed out the window by the Vatican II liturgical reforms. 


To them, the vernacular in the liturgy and the renewed stress 
on the community nature of public worship are concessions to 
Protestantism and secular humanism, subverting the 


traditional Catholic sense of the mystery and transcendence of ~ 


God. They feel that the council’s decree on ecumenism and its 
declarations on religious relations with the Jews and on 
freedom of religion promote religious indifference and 
disrespect for church dogma and doctrine. 


pendulum away from the fortress mentality that began with the 
Council of Trent and lasted through part of the 20th century, 
back toward involvement in the world. It was the church 
reading the signs of the times and seeing a need to change its 
emphasis in order to remain a vital, dynamic force. 


The traditionalist movement is essentially a rejection of that 
changed emphasis. Its chief argument, in the last analysis, is 
that some of what is being lost in the change is essential to what 
it means to be Catholic. 


Both trends—tradition and change, involvement and 
withdrawal—are part of the ebb and flow of history within 
which the church must live out its life. Both are ways of relating 
to the same faith in Christ Jesus, but neither is the full and only 
expression of that faith. 


IN TERMS OF the conflict between Archbishop Uatebire 
and Pope Paul, the danger seems to be that the Archbishop 
would exclude the one trend and declare it inconsistent with 
faith in Jesus and his church. In effect he would be 
excommunicating himself—declaring himself out of union with 
the rest of the church by declaring the rest of the church 
heretical. 


The traditionalist Catholic movement, it should be noted, is 
made up of many groups and individuals whose objections to 
the postconciliar church differ in kind and degree. Many do not 
consider themselves Archbishop Lefebvre’s followers and have 
explicitly repudiated his acts of disobedience to the Pope. 


Their existence is and will remain a part of the church’s full 
richness and diversity. If the Archbishop does not isolate 
himself from the rest of the church, he too can be viewed as a 
challenging witness to one aspect of the total church.

The crucial question has to do with the nature 
of the change involved. We, as living persons, 
inescapably change, but we hope that the 


changes we experience are for the better and — 
not for the worse. The same is true of the ~ 


church. 


_ But to.determine whether a given change is 
for the better or worse, it is necessary to 
provide some criteria; it is necessary to look 


into the purposefulness of the changes that 
- are suggested. 


THE PURPOSE of change within the 
church is to enable the church to remain what 
it is: the people of God covenanted to him in 
Jesus Christ. It is their task to carry out the 
mission that has been given to the church by 
God. It is impossible to treat that mission fully 
here, but some observations can and must be 
made. 


The church is meant to mediate to human 
beings everywhere the reality of God himself.

The mission of the church, thus, is the 
criterion for assessing change within the 
church. With a confidence rooted in faith, we 
can gladly accept changes that have been 
authentically and authoritatively initiated in 
the church and approved by those who 
exercise, within the church, the office of 
teachers who are to test changes against the 
criterion of the church’s mission. 


WITH RESPECT to the various kinds of 
changes that have been advocated by so 
many during the post-Vatican Il years, there is 
need for critical evaluation and discernment. 
Some might by no means be truly helpful in 
enabling the church to carry out its mission. 
Some changes might actually be inimical to 
the mission. 


Such changes, however well intentioned, 
are to be resisted. Others may well enable the 
church to be true to itself and its mission and, . 
therefore, ought to be accommodated within 
its life.

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Talking Point-‘Life’ and death

President Carter has ushered a new spirit of 
humanitarianism into public policy, or so we have 
been told. He did introduce a rather impressive 
article to the American Convention on Human Rights 
this spring: : 

“Every person has the right to have his life 
respected. This right shall be protected by law and, 
in general, from the moment of conception. No one 
shall be arbitrarily deprived of his live.” 


MOST CHANGES in public policy take time, and | 
suppose | should be less critical when | view the hard 
reality of lives taken by abortion in the United States 
alongside Mr. Carter's prose. 


Each year since 1973, approximately 1,000,000 
unborn babies have been aborted with the full 
sanction of the government. 


In one third of those abortions the government 
took my money and yours to pay for the procedure. 


Moreover, a woman can obtain a legal abortion up 
to the onset of labor, if she can find a physician to 
perform the operation. . 


IN OUR NATION'S capital, more abortions than 
live births were recorded in 1975. 85 percent of 
them paid for by public funds despite evidence 
gathered in several public polls showing the 
taxpayer opposed to publicly financed abortion. 


The New York Times poll July 29, 1977 reports the 
following: 55 percent opposed to public funding, 38 
percént.in favor and 7 percent don’t know. 


San Diego City and County reported 7,399 
abortions in 1975; San Francisco reported 11,151 in 
1974, 5,443 in 1976, Los Angeles reported 64,188 in 
1974, 64,140 in 1975 and Orange County reported 
aborting 6,506 babies in 1974, 11,517 in 1975 and 
14,136 in 1976. , 


If the majority of those abortions were done to 
protect the life of the mother or to end a pregnancy 
resulting from rape or incest, justification would be 
easier. 


But, the majority of legal abortions occurring in the 
United States are performed for the sake of 
convenience, “A failure of nerve,” in the words of 
Father Arthur Devine of San Diego. 


Concern is growing even among people in-the- 
know (Planned Parenthood, professional counsel- 
Ors, nurses, volunteers and physicians) that a large 
number of these convenience abortions are not 
performed because of contraceptive failure, but as 
the primary means of birth control, according to the 
Western Region Parenthood Conference held in Los 
Angeles. 3 


The Center for Disease Control reported that 13 
percent of all abortions performed in the United 
States in 1974 were repeat abortions. 


New York City Health Department reports 20 
percent repeaters for the same year.

Is an unborn child a human being? 


Court ruled that an unborn child is not a “person 


under the law” subject to the protection of the 14th 
Amendment, thus disallowing state interference in 
abortion operations. 


In 1969, the Court ruled that the unborn should 
receive “all privileges of other persons” (Wagner v 
Gardner and Thelluson v Woodford. 


In 1967 the unborn were allowed to sue for 
“wrongful death,” (Torrigor v Watertown). 


Today, according to Court rulings, achild need not 
obtain her parents permission to have an abortion 
but needs written consent from a parent or guardian 
to get her ears pierced. 


Inconsistency seems to be the by-word for the pro- 
abortion movement. Consider the phrase “every 
woman has a right to control her: own body.” 
Common sense tells us that in pregnancy there are 
two bodies. In the case where a woman conceives a 
boy, can one body be male and female at the same 
time? 

Can one body have two different blood types, as is 
the case with many women and their offspring? What 
about a still born? Can one body be both alive and 
dead simultaneously? 


The question is: Is the unborn child a human 
being? The answer to that question should solve the 
problem that is polarizing the United States today. 


If the answer is yes, then the lives of the unborn 
deserve the full protection of the law. If the answer is 
no, then those with pro-life philosophies should not 
try to force their beliefs on others by establishing 
public policy. j 


The New Republic, July 1977, carried an article 
titled “The Unborn and The Born Again.” The article 
left no doubt that its author was an outspoken 
Proponent of abortion, yet the author admits, “But 
there is no logical or moral distinction between a 
fetus and a young baby,” and that “The right-to-lifers’ 
argument is simple: A fetus is a human life, and the 
government should not sanction the taking of 
human life except in the direst circumstances, such 
as when another life is threatened. None of the most 
common pro-abortion arguments deal with this 
issue head-on.” : 


It is clear from an examination of the facts of the 
controversy that the issue is more black and white 
than the literature of Planned Parenthood, NOW, and 
other pro-abortion groups would like us to believe. 


Unfortunately, because of the law, women are 
given the option of doing away with their own 
offspring. Many make the decision in an atmosphere 
of confusion and fear. Most know in their heart that it 
is wrong. Most live to regret it. 


One young girl | recently counseled stated 
tearfully, “I know its wrong. | know it's a baby. But if 
people want to stop abortion, it shouldn't be legal.” 
That young 18-year-old girl had her abortion and is 


- now Suicidal. Life, Mr. Carter, is more than verse.

YAKIMA, Wash. (NC)— 
Criticism of proposed Car- 
ter Administration regula- 
tions to limit the size of 
Western farms which re- 
ceive federally subsidized 
water reflects the views of 
large corporate farmers, 
not family farmers, accord- 
ing to a spokesman for the 
National Catholic Rural Life 
Conference. 


The spokesman, Stephen 
Bossi, testified before 
Interior Department hear- 
ings on the proposed regu- 
lations in Yakima, Wash. 


The regulations would 
generally limit farms re- 
ceiving federally subsi- 
dized water in 17 Western 
states to 160 acres for a 
spouse. 


FARMERS could own or 
lease-more land and still 
receive subsidized water 
under certain circum- 
stances. 


Critics of the regulations 
say 160 or 320 acres are 
not enough to farm sucess- 
fully. But Bossi disagreed. 


He said the average 
subsidized acreage per 
farm is more that 320 acres 
in only one of the 17 states. 


THE AVERAGE subsid- 
ized acreage in California, 
site of most opposition to 
the regulations, is only 160 
acres, Bossi said. 


“The outcry that we are 
hearing that 160 or 320 
acres is too small for a 
viable farm largely reflects 
the perspective of a handful 
of large farmers and cor- 


ae 


porate investors,” he said. 


Bossi said 320 acres of 
farmland in California 
could provide a family with 
a net income of between 
$40,000 and $50,000. 


“EVEN IF these predic- 
tions are off by as much as 
50 percent, they- still sug- 
gest an adequate level of 
family income,” he said. 


(Farmers in the Imperial 
Valley oppose the proposed 
changes. on the grounds 
that the valley was exclud- 
ed from the provisions of 
the 1902 Reclamation Act 
which a federal court order 
now seeks to impose. 


(Recently, the California 
bishops issued a statement 
urging Congress to study 
and update the act. And 15 
priests of valley parishes 
issued a resolution in 
October in support of the 
farmers.)

YOU ARE MY WITNESSES by Father 
Johannes Hofinger, SJ. Our Sunday Visitor 
Press, Noll Plaza, Huntington, IN 46750. 
112 pages $2.95pb. 


We are so indebted to our lay religion 
teachers today, that this investigation into 
“spirituality for religion teachers” is 
especially timely. 


Father Hofinger, an Austrian-born 
Jesuit, is internationally famous in the 
field of catechetics and evangelization. He 
has been actively teaching and publishing 
in these areas since 1953. 


In the first chapter, he distinguishes the 
difference between teaching as a vocation 
Or aS a mere job. He sees the religion 
teacher as God’s instrument, and so he 
calls for careful preparation and formation 
of the teacher. 


As witness ard herald, the religious 
educator must firut give witness in his own 
life to the truths of faith, a faith “by which 
man entrusts his whole self to God.” As a 
herald he must know the faith well, so that 
he does not cry out with a vague or fuzzy 
message.

content of the message. In three powerful 
chapters he tells us that the message itself 
is “Christ, to the Father, in the Holy Spirit.” 
He ends the book, some 10 chapters later, 
with a magnificent tribute to the Blessed 
Virgin’s role in Christian education. 


But before the end he has some 
excellent chapters on the spiritual growth 
of the teacher, including a thorough 
conversion, the growth to Christian 
maturity, and the importance of prayer. 


One important chapter describes the 
need for working as a team, and that team 
is the church. He quotes with great 
approval the General Catechetical 
Directory when it defines a catechist, or 
better, catechesis as ‘‘that form of 
ecclesial action which leads both 
communities and individual members of 
the faithful to maturity of faith.” 


Many CCD teachers will read this book 
with some dismay since it proposes such 
high standards. That would be unfor- 
tunate. It proposes goals to which the 
catechist should hope to attain while 
growing in the work of religious education.

Yugoslavian TV airs religious program 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—For 
the first time in history, an 
entire television program in 
Yugoslavia was dedicated 
to religious problems in the 
socialist nation, Vatican 
Radio has reported.

According to the radio, 
the show, which aired last 
week, aimed to give the 
impression of basic 


church-state harmony on 
religious questions. 


But, said the Vatican 
broadcast, almost all those 
interviewed pointed to 
specific difficulties stem- 
ming from the failure of 
local leaders to apply 
certain laws favoring reli- 
gion.
